SUPREME COURT 
IN APPELLATE JURIDICTION. 
Befors the Full Court. 
Monday, Feb, 4. 


LEUNG HIV, AFPELLANT ; THE QUEEN, 
RES?ONDENT. 

This ia an oppeal against a judg- 
ment of Mr Pollock in the Police 
Court convicting the appellant of being in 
possession of raw. cmde or wuprepared 
opin in less quantities than ona chest. Mr 
Francis, iostracted by Mr Caldwell, ap- 
peared for the appellant, and the Attorney 
General (Hon. E. L. 0’Malley), instructed 
by Mr Johuson, Crown Solicitor, for the 
respondent. 

Mr Francis, ulter reading the case stated 
by the Magistrate, said the admitted facts 
on both aides were as fullows. The appel- 
lant was found in possession of 416) tuols 
of opiam packed in tins, and the Magintrate 
had found as a fact that that was not 
in. the ordinary sense of tho word raw 
or crude or entirely unprepared opium, 
but,held that it bad undergone sowe

Tt did not profess to interfore with the 
oxisting rights of the Opium Farmer, and 
he submitted that it would take vary exprons 
words in tho Ordinanco’ to deprive him of 
any privilege, he held under Ordinance .1 
of 1884.'

midnight on Dacember 17th 150 sailors were 
Janded down the coast and were fired ppon 
by the natives led by an American, A heavy 
engagement rewulted in 15 sailors: being 

illed and 39 wounded. The native casual- 
ties wete 28 killed and 80 wounded. Tho 
German worships Adler and Eber shelled tho 
native villages. The white residents left 
their homes, going on bogrd the vessels in 
harbor. A regular panic ensued, the rebels 
pillaging everywhere,”
